2. Claims 1 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(B) as being anticipated by the 
Prior Art (applicant's Fig. 6). 

Regarding claim 1, the Prior Art discloses an angle adjusting device comprising: 
a pivoting block (22) adapted to be pivotally connected between the two arms (1 1 ) of 
the bracket and connected to the transmission rod (30); and an adjusting bracket (32) 
movably connected to the pivoting block (Fig. 6) and adapted to connect to a distal end 
of the paddle (13) such that the movement of the adjusting bracket changes an angle of 
the paddle. 

Regarding claim 8, the prior art discloses the claimed invention (Fig. 3). 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 2 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
the Applicant's Prior Art in view of Hoshino (5,044,249). 
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Regarding claim 2, the prior art discloses the claimed invention except that the 
pivoting block has a through hole centrally defined in the pivoting block. 

Hoshino teaches a rotating block having a through hole (the central hole the shaft 
41 goes through) centrally defined in the block (Fig. 1) as a movable pulley assembly for 
actuating the cymbal operating rod. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary 
skill in the art to modify the prior art's device as taught by Hoshino to include a through 
hole centrally defined in the pivoting block for the purpose of providing a movable pulley 
assembly for actuating the cymbal operating rod. 

Regarding claim 9, the prior art discloses the claimed invention (Fig. 3). 

5. Claims 3-7, and 10-19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The claims are allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the prior art 
fails to reasonably teach or suggest in claim 3 that the pivoting block has two tongues 
extending from an outer periphery of the pivoting block, an arcuate extension formed 
outside the pivoting block and a slot defined between the two tongues to be in 
communication with the through hole, in claims 4 and 5 that the adjusting bracket has 
two side plates each having a channel defined therein and a bottom plate integrally 
formed with distal ends of the two side plates and having a path defined in the bottom 
plate, as set forth in the claimed combination.
